I hese factors are 
direct!) related to the quality of education is general and to classroom instructions in 
particular,, these laelors include, teacher background, his/her competencies, pre-service 
training, teacher students interaction efficient use of instructional lime and materials, and 
assessment of students achievement, it is imperative, that for better planning of effective 
and efficient education in our institutions the above factors are well conceived , properl) 
organized and diligently implemented. 

Teacher must have knowledge, attitudes, beliefs and skills. These characteristics must 
he mediated through the individuality of the teacher, there is a unanimous opinion in the i 
countries, that the teacher occupies a key role in the development of education in schools 
(Cahill. I According to Cahill (I9X-I) it is unanimously agreed that the training, 
retraining and continuing education of teachers are fundamentals for the success of 
education

Vlany teachers, particularly those who received their training some lime ago. are ill 
equipped to respond satisfactorily to today's accountability pressures. They have scant 
conversance with resent techniques that might be used to produce demonstrable of pupi 
progress. In a real sense it is almost unethical to subject such teachers to the evidence-prone 
scrutiny of today’s teacher-evaluation schemes. Yet the primary responsibility of education 
is to learners, not teachers. We must conceive of teachers as an instructional treatment that, 
will) formative evaluation assistance, can be markedly improved Indeed, educational 
evaluator may find that teachers’ reception to formal evaluation efforts will be for more 
positixe if a full-blown formative evaluation program precedes any majors summative 



effort. 



When the world leaders gathered in Jomtien, Thailand in 1990 to discuss how to 



accelerate the process of achieving education for All. it was widely recognized that in most 
developing countries girls and women were lagging far behind males in their participation in 
basic cducalior. programs. Women’s literacy rates, especially in South Asia lag far behind 
those of men. The gender-gap in both school enrollments of girls and literacy rates are 
particularly alarming in rural areas, in order to achieve goals of lih'A, special attention needs 
to be accorded to actions designed to improve participation of girls and women in primary 
education.

REVIEW OF RELATED LITERATURE.

In a mooting of the International Education Community in Amman, Jordan in 1 990 i t 
was observed that progress in participation in primary education “has been excruciatingly 
slow-more must be done”. This led to the undertaking of country studies in 1997 by 
UNESCO's Asia and pacific programme of Education for All (APPEAL) on the situation of 
basic education for girls and women in four South Asian countries i.e. Pakistan, India, 
Nepal, and Bangaldesh. The findings of these studies were reviewed and deliberated at the 
High-level meeting of the Secretaries of Education held in Nagarkol, Nepal, in 1997. A 
number of key strategic programme and action areas for improving participation of girls and 
women were identified. 

Teacher education has been identified as the single most important variable in 
any efforts aimed at improving the quality of education. 

V 

The assumption explain that teachers education is that quality of education which children 
receive is directly linked to the knowledge, intelligence and professional skills, attitudes or 
belief of the teacher. 

In Pakistan education system has been described as being “ In a state of crises” 
(IJSAIDBKjI-S project, Kane & Memon.1994). This clumsy stale of teacher education 
within this dismal scenario, is particularly severe, needs a immediate attention to the type 
and quality of teacher preparation which teacher training colleges provide and ensure that 
practicing teachers continue to gain access to professional development opportunities . 

1 his is an age, which is considered to be pragmatic and practical. It is preferred to be 
expressed in behavioral terms. To make the art ol lcaching more scientific anti measurable, 
in the light of teaching competencies a lot of work has been done in Australia, IJ.S.A. and

U.K.. teacher training programmes both pre-service and in-service tend to incorporate the 
notion of leaching competencies. Alee Ross and other (1977) have identified these 
competencies under three broad categories of knowledge, attitudes and teaching skills.

Pre-service educational activities require a description of their instructional goals 

and the changes or development these want have effect on student-teacher, and later on his

the instructional principles that guide the leaching of any subject in schools, in particular. 
The effectiveness of pro-service training activates must be measured against exactly this 
theory and these principles.

Proficiency of the individual teacher, the guidelines and principles that govern the 
teaching of any subject and the pedagogical principles along with educational activities 
are organized, will be the determiners for the instructional goals of pre-service 

educational activities. 

In fact the strength of a nation lies the strength of its educational system where as the 
quality and efficiency of educational system directly relates with the competencies and 
performance of their teachers his training and competencies, skills, attitudes, necessary 
for efficient teaching in classroom. Thus he has a pivotal role in quantitative expansion 
and qualitative improvement ot education system, leaching style is detei mined by the 
teachers personal characteristics and the teachers own experience as s student. In the 
traditional style, a teacher is an information giver, autocratic, conservative, diiect, 
dominative. formal, informative judgmental, prescriptive, while in a facilitating style 
teacher is taking less of a center-stage role, is a guide- on-lhe -side, democratic, 
supportive, indirect, interactive, informal, inquiring non- judgmental, relative co- 
operative. student centered. (Killough and Roberts, 1991, P.62). 

I o he effective teacher, one should employ or use improved or efficient methods ol 
teaching. To be able to do this the teacher should always have an open minded approach 
in acquainting himself with the test development techniques and adopting them by 

constantly updating his knowledge and skills competencies (levis, 1987). 

Major issues confronting the primary education sub-sector in NWI’P are similar to 
those faced by other provinces, but educational indicators lag lar behind other regions, 
limited access, particularly for girls; inadequate learning environment; inequity 
& inefficiency; low enrollment; poor student achievement; inappropriate curriculum; 
limited availability of supplementary learning material; poor teaching; high drop-out 
rate and teacher's absenteeism. These issues all reinforce one another. There is a 
significant imbalance in the boys and girls enrollment. Although more than hall o! 
primary-age girls attend school in towns, in most of the rural areas enrollment rates are 

below 20%.

CHAPTER#III 

METHOD AND PROCEDURE 

In this chapter, the procedure and methodology of the study are described under 
following sub headings; 

Meeting with the officials of Director Primary Education as to identify training 
needs of female leachers in Nowshera District. 

Development and the validation of a lest for need assessment of target group. 
Holding of 3 days workshop on training need assessment of 200 female teachers 

included in the target groups. 

Sampling distribution of subjects. 

1-. Administration of tests for need assessment of the teachers. 

F. Recommendation for designing and writing of modules for training of the target 

group. 

Meeting with the officials of Director Primary Education. 

First step in the conduct of this study was identification of training needs ol teacher 

in Nowshera District, for this purpose (See Annex A) a meeting with director primary 
education (NW I P) was scheduled on 24-8-2001. It was attended by the female official* ol 

the respective directorate. After through discussion following areas (See Annex 11) lot 

• • 

training were identified. 

a. Training in the subject matter of mathematics, science, languages and social 

studies. 

b. Training in various areas of pedagogical skills. 

It was decided that modules for teaching of subject matter for class fifth nay be 
developed with out further need assessment in this particular area .because subject 
matter up fourth class is already covered under program launched by PEP-U-H in 
Nowshera district. But in field of pedagogy which is a vast discipline needs ol 

.the tur get group may be identified with help of need assessmet lest , so that 
proper training program could be dcvelopcd.lt was agreed to hold a proposed 
workshop on need assessment, scheduled from 3-9-2001 to 5-9-2001 at 

Nowshera.

Development and . validation of a test for need assessment of target group. 

W ith the help of subject experts and colleagues, all drawn from Bureau of 

Curriculum development and Education extension services Abbottabad, Initial 45 items test 

was developed. The items were constructed after a detailed study pi the curriculum and 

relevant teaching material. According to Chronbach, 1970, (P.145) using Bloom laxonomy 

of Education Objectives, items were developed. 

further keeping in view the lace validity ol test items following questions was 

discussed. 

Is the item consistent with the general objectives of teacher education? 

Does the item truly reilect the objectives of teacher training in Pakistan? 

Is the item in accordance with the prescribed outline of teacher education? 

Does the item faithfully represent the content ol the said course? 

In the light of modification and improvement suggested by the subject 

Experts and colleagues the test items were grouped together in the form ol "45 items lest". 

I IKS'I TRY OUT 

first trv-oul of the test was carried out on five teachers of primary school at Abbottabad. 

* 

These exercises helped in getting a belter understanding of the items. 

The items were again reviewed and revised by the subject experts and other educationists ol 
the area. Large numbers of comments were received. After a long discussion, out ol 45 
items a lest of (40) items (see English version in Annex C). was prepared for large-scale 

administration. 

SECOND- TRY OUT AND STATISTICAL VALIDATION 

The test items were further subjected to the process of empirical validation and test 
was administered to PTC teachers in different primary schools of the area. 

After termination of the lest, procedure discussed by Kerlinger, 1973, (P.503) was 
followed and papers were scored as usual. The scored papers were arranged in order from 
high to low. Highest 27% and lowest 27% paper, were removed. In order to determine the 
difficulty level and discrimination index of every item, two performance groups were 
formed. One group the high achiever comprised the lop 27% and other that ol low achievers 

comprised of bottom 27%. 

As to make the process of validation simplified and attractive method discussed by 
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Oav. 1980,. (I>.263) was followed and a separate table showing the difficulty level and 
discrimination index of every item was prepared. 

With the help of the table the difficulty level of each item was calculated by 

applying the formula A+B/2 where V represent the percentage of the students doing 

die item right in the high achievers group and ’b’ stand for the percentage of the students 

domg the item right in the low achiever group. The discrimination index discussed by SAX, 

1974. (|>P; 243-245) was determined hy the difference between the percentages of the 

students doing the item right in the high and low achiever groups. Results are presented in 
the following table.

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Generally speaking an item with 50% discrimination level is considered to be an ideal 

test item. It means that 50% of the examines should be able to do the item right but in an 

achievement test where a range of instructional objectives are to be evaluated it may be 

desirable to include items of different difficulty level and discrimination index. Items 

with difficulty and discrimination power ranging from 16% to 84% could be included. In 

the present study it is evident from the data presented in the table 31 items ranging 

between 16 % to 84 % there lore, these items are good discriminator. Out of 40 items 31 

items (see English version in Annex D) were included in the instrument for measuring 

different areas of pedagogy. Where as nine(9) items, 1,5,10,17,20,21,26,30 and al have 

zero discriminative value. Therefore these items were not included in the test. 

Holding of 3 days workshop on training need assessment of 200 female teachers 
included in the target groups.

According to schedule, lectures relating to condition of education in Pakistan at primary 

level were given by the resources persons, highlighting the needs of living in a global 

village. Significance of needs assessment was explained and discussed with the group. 

When participants were made aware of the significance of the workshop a test pertaining to 

different areas of pedagogy was administered in a group setting. Before administering the 

test, it was declared that test is only for research purpose and has nothing to do with their 

positions in education department. Test was conducted in a standard environment. 

Scoring of the Tests. 

The data thus collected was processed on computers weighlage, which each item received, 
was calculated List of items with their weighlage is given in tables in chapter for analysis of 
data. Aggregate weight age received by each item was found to he less than average 
weighlage a particular item was expected as a poor item in terms of knowledge of the 

respondents included 1 the sample.

pedagogical skills needs to be traced back to the quality of education at pre service 
teacher training level. It was observed that during training knowledge was simply 
transmitted to the perspective teachers in a non-problematic manner. Perspective 
teachers are tested mainly by testing how well they had mastered the information 
transmitted to them by the instructors, reaching for deeper conceptual understanding by 
asking higher order thinking questions is not followed in these institution. The findings 
of the study indicated that level of teaching skills as identified was low. Considering the 
professional competency, which a teacher has to acquire, needs higher standards. All 
professional skills in different fields require higher level of learning. Because the quality 
of education is limited by inadequacies as regard the curriculum and associated teaching 
and learning materials, methods ol' assessment and examination, the performance of 
teachers, and school management and supervision practices. Skills such as group work, 
cooperative learning, decision making and developing democratic values, all of which 
arc required in order to enable student’s to function adequately in today's world 
markedly absent in the preparation of the perspective teachers. Due to poor teaching it is 
widely recognized that in the most developing countries girls and women were lagging 
lar behind males in their participation in basic education programmes. Women’s literacy 
rates, especially in south Asia lag far behind those of men. The gender-gap in both 
school enrollments of girls and literacy rates are particularly alarming in rural areas. In 
order to achieve goals of EFA, special attention needs to he accorded to actions designed 
to improve participation of girls and women in primary education. It could be done if 
findings of the study are given due attention and arrangement is made for in- service 
professional training of the teachers which is recommended in the light of need 
assessment of target group consisting of 200 female teachers of Nowshera district. 




RECOMMENDATIONS 



In the lit hi o{ findings of the study it is recommended that following modules in 
subject matter lor class fi ve and modules relating to different areas of pedagogy may he 
developed for the training of target group.
